These figures were brought out 
yesterday at the hearing of the 
Senate committee investigating 
campaign expenditures, when 
Wayne B. Wheeler, the  nationa! 
league’s general counsel, in re- 
sponse to a request from Senator 
Reed of Missouri, supplied the fi- 
nancial statements of more than 
a 6core of the league's state 
branches. 

The peak of collections and dis- 
bursements in Missouri was reached 
during the pres‘dential campaign 
year of 1920, when $63,761.38 was 
collected and $64,078.99 was ex- 
pended. Of this amount, $465,- 
288.80 was collected in church 
meetings. During that year $12.- 
$82.56 was spent for public speak- 
ers in Missouri and $20.332.64 was 
sent to the national headquarters 
for use in other states. 

The nearest approach to the 1920 
expenditures was in 1918 when 
$62,629.23 was collected and $63.- 
267.86 was spent. That was the 
year when the fight for ratifica- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment 
was at its hefghth. The speakers’ 
bureatl cost $15.490.46.

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ANDREWS GIVES 
SERIOUS THOUGHT 
TO RESIGNATION 


Prohibition Chief Discour- 
aged at Failure of Legis- 
lation—Has Been Under 


Severe Strain. 


HAMPERED BY LOSS 
OF EFFICIENT AIDS 


Will Sail Next Week for 
Conference in London 
Looking to Checking of 
Liquor Smuggling.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Lin- 
coln C. Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, is considering 
resigning us chief of prohibition 
enforcement when he returns from 
London in August after attempting 
negotiation of a ‘*gentleman’s 
agreement” with Great Britain to 
stop liquor shipments to America. 
Dismayed by the way the Senate 
has shunted aside his reorganiza- 
tion bills, Andrews made known at 
his office jesterday that he was 
seriously weighing the question of 
retiring to private life. He ex- 
pects to reach a decision soon. 
Failure of the Senate to give the 
Assistant Secretary bills he re- 
gards as essential to proper en- 
forcement ‘of prohibition probably 
is not the most important factor 
causing “im to consider quitting 
the job. He has been disheart- 
ened by the los of assistants he 
looked upon as the best in the 
prohibition service, among them 
beinzy John A. Foster, who has re- 
signed as chief of the industrial 
alcohol squad. and, according to 
frequent reports, has felt his cases 
were not pressed with sufficient 
vigor in some o. the courts. 

Has Been Under Strain. 
In addition he has suffered un- 
der the severe :train of overseeing 
all prohibition and cusbtoms work, 
bein2 subjected at the same time 
to frequent criticism. Andrews 
gave the impression in talking 
with newspaper correspondents 
that he would be reluctant to quit 
if he might seem to be holding up 
the white flag. To direct questions 
as to whether he will retire, he 
would make no reply. He and the 
other American representatives 
will sail from New York on the 
Aquitanja Tuescay for the London 
conference. He will leave Frank 
Dow. his assistant, in charge of 
his office. communicating with 
Dow when necessary, from Lon- 
don. 
Andrews will dictate a memo- 
randum of instructions for the 
guidance of prohibition administra- 
tors during h‘s absence. In it, he 
announced, he will summon all ad. 


+minitsrators to Washington for a 


general conference on enforcement 
after his return Aug. 11. 

“Il expect to have a ‘veek of in- 
timate contact with these men,” he 
added. 

Andrews will be accompanied to 
London by William B. Vallance, 
representing the State Department: 
Arthur Henderson of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. and Rear Admiral 
Frederick C. Dillard, commandant 
of the coast guard. 

“I feel it is most unfortunate that 
this conference comes just at this 
time,” said he. “When we accept- 
ed the British invitation and agreed 
to the date. we believed Congress 
would have completed its session 
and the reorganization would be in 
effect. 

Practical Negotiations. 


“These negotiations with Great 
Britain are of a practical nature. 
They are intended to establish 
working arrangements which wil! 
tend to prove illegal shipping oper- 
ations connected with the smug- 
gling of liquor in the United States. 
No treaty is contemplated. The alm 
is more of a business §  arrange- 
ment.”’ 

Andrews added it was not the 

hope of this Government to pre- 
vent Great Britain from shipping 
l‘quor and indicated the purpose of 
the conference ts to obtain infor- 
mation which will help tn appre- 
hension of rum runners on this side 
of the ocean. 
Among the bills which Gen. 
Andrews proposed to Congress aa 
“necessary to the proper enforce- 
ment of prohibition” were those 
providing for the creation of a 
separate prohibition and customs 
bureau, measures authorizing more 
strict provisions of alcohol and 
brewery permits and another with 
several provisions proposing to put 
“teeth” Into the Volstead act.

MOTHER SLA IN 
DEFENSE OF HER SONS 


Intruder, Who Entered Boys’ 
Bedroom, Shoots Woman, 


When She Seizes Him. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., July 3.—Mrs. 
Margaret Stanton, 36 years old, 
widow and mother of four children, 
was killed today when she went to 
the defense of her two sons, who 
were attacked by a degenerate. 
The man shot her through the 
right breast as she struggled to 
prevent his escape, and fled. 

Mrs. Stanton and her daughter 
Emma, 14, were sleeping in a rear 
tedroom when the man entered ihe 
room occupied by her two boys, 
Dewitt, 12, and Ellwood, 8. Hear- 
ing their screams the woman 
rushed toward the front of the 
house. 

The intruder met her in the 
kitchen. The three children stood 
by as their mother fought with the 
man. Unable to subdue her, he 
fired and leaped through a win- 
dow. The woman died on the way 
to the city hospital, without re- 
gaining consciousness. 

The only clews to the assailant 
are a piece of cloth torn from his 
coat in the struggle.

Another inquired into tariff com- 
mission activities and a third start- 
ed an inquiry into senatorial cam- 
paign funds which is expected to 
continue through part of the forth- 
coming recess. 

On the House side, the Judiciagy 
Committee investigated the con- 
duct of Judge English. recommend- 
ing his impeachment. and looked 
also into charges against Frederick 
A. Fenning. a District of Columbia 
commissioner. 

Another Wet Resolution. 


Although Congress is preparing 
to adjourn, the bill hoppers _re- 
mains open and measures of all 
sorts continue to pour in, even 
though their sponsors know there 
is no chance of action. 

Among yesterday’s new measures 
was a resolution by Representa- 
tive Gallivan (Dem.) of Massa- 
chusetts, requesting that a proposi- 
tion for repeal of the prohibition 
numenament be submitted to con- 
ventions in every state. The con- 
ventions would be held before the 
fall of 1928. 

A resolution by Senator Shep- 
pard of Texas asserted that this 
age of machinery and domination

City’s Interest in Bridge Exchange. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

T is being asserted that the Terminal 

Railroad Association cannot by any 
means be compelled or induced to use 


the Municipal Bridge exccpt upon its 


own terms, 


Assuming that the city, in order to as- 
sure its future untrammeled growth, can 
and will construct sufficient approaches 
and connections to insure the use of its 
own bridge by two short and one trunk 
line, let’s see what might happen: A 
St. Louis citizen buys a carload of 
freight in the Mast and specifies that it 
be routed via the Alton & Southern and 
city bridge. (A shipper has this author- 
ity, unless the rules have been recently 
‘changed.) The car is placed on this side 
of the river and turned over to the Ter- 
minal company for local delivery. I con- 
tend that it would not be allowed to 
charge more for switching such a car 
than if the load had come from the West 
for delivery on this side. 

It has been pointed out that the East 
Side line using the city bridge could 
receive shipments from Eastern points 
without the Terminal company having 
contact with the cars. If the Terminal 
should attempt to add its bridge arbi- 
trary to shipments that it delivered but 
did not carry across the river, it would 
assuredly be valid grounds for again 
taking the matter in‘o court. 

It is not denied that extensive deliver- 
ies could be made on both sides of the 
river independently of the Terminal com- 
pany. Of course, new industries would 
be attracted to the distric’s served by 
these lower priced independent carriers. 
With such a program definitely decided 
upon, the Terminal’s own interests would 
compel them to meet the lower rate. 
After that they would use the city bridge 
if allowed to do so. 

If St. Louis fulfills the destiny that by 
all rights should be hers, she will be- 
gin at once to plan an outer belt line in- 
cluding bridges several miles above and 
below the present city limits, Why spend 
millions in a good cause and quit on the 
eve of victory?

Weekly Butter Review. 
Br the Associated Fr »s%. 
CHICAGO July 3.—The week ending 
July 3. so far as the butter markets were 
concerned, was typical of weeks just past. 
There were no radical changes in prices or 
conditions in the market. there having 
been only a few minor fluctuations regis- 
tered. he New York and Chicaso mar- 
kets ruled steady, throughout a larger part 
of the week but confidence in the situa- 
tion was not evidence and the 
under tone 
At Philade! phia and Boston, the condi- 
tion of the market wae easy, unsettied 
and quite generally in the buyers’ favor. 
Trading during the month of June, due 
to an increased demand for storage pur- 
poses, as a rule is quite active but this 
year. owing to a lack of confidence, buy- 
ing for storage has been somewhat lim- 


ited. 

Supplies of butter on dealers’ floors at 
the four markets during the week were at 
all times ample and showed dally accumu- 
lations during the first few days. These 
accumulations occurred in spite of the 
fact that receipts at che four Markets were 
running slightly below those of the previ- 
ous week.

_ You, all my readers, are inter- 
ested in the essential facts 
asked for, because the bread ques- 


“tion is one vita] to the health of 


everybody. 

Bread, which means for all 
practical purposes wheat bread, is 
the most important single article 
of diet in all civilized countries. 

The constituents of wheat vary 
greatly in the wheats of different 
countries and millers preserve uni- 
formity in the flour by blending. 

A wheat grain consists of a skin, 
a germ and a large white center. 
The skin forms about 19 per cent 
of the grain, the center about 80 
per cent and the germ about 1 per 
cent. Milling aims at removing 
the outer layers as far as possible; 
these are termed “offal.” 

There are two processes of mill- 
ing, stone milling and roller mill- 
ing. Stone milling never removes 
as much of the offal as roller mill- 
jing and is only suitable for soft 
wheats. Roller milling is most 
complicated and the wheat from 
first to last has to travel about a 
couple of miles through rollers and 
sieves. , 

Wheat is generally very dirty 
when it arrives at the mills. It is 
mixed with small stones, bits of 
clay and even nails, and generally 
contains a certain amount of bar- 
ley. The first stage of its journey 
is, therefore, through a series of 
sieves known as scourers. It then 
passes through a barley separator, 
is washed and dried, and its offal 
is then sifted off between each pair 
of rollers. 

The removal of the germ is a 
separate process; millers do not 
like the germ of the grain left in 
the flour because its fat is apt to 
go rancid. It is, therefore, put 
bag® to form certain kinds of 
brown bread. The final stage of 
sifting is through a fine silk. 


Pure white flour consists only 
of endosperm, the very inside or 
center of the grain. Whole meal 
censists of the total grain ground 
up. Stone-grown flour never quite 
loses its offal; nor does some in- 
ferior flours after steel rolling. 
These are sometimes bleached by 
chemical reaction. This process 
is deleterious to health and ought 
to be stopped. 


Standard flour has not a very 
constant composition. 
the whale of the endosperm, |i. e., 
the germ, and a quantity of finely 
grounded bran-like particles.’ 

Brown bread is made of flour 


which ‘has had different portions 


of the offal, germ or both, added 
to it. Neither of these, therefore, 
is necessarily “wholemeal” bread, 
and both are very varied in their 
composition. 

Bread by itself is not a complete 
food, since it contains too little 
protein and fat and too much car- 
bohydrate. In spite of the efforts 
of food reformers to get people to 
eat standard bread and brown 
bread, the English speaking peo- 
ples all over the world still prefer 
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F to be a purely feminine trait, 
but I do wish that girls would 
confine their endeavors to arrange- 
ment rather than color.

It is a well- 
known fact 
that the col- 
or of the hair 
is determined

the eyes and the general tone jof 
the person. 

All color is based upon. the 
amount of pigment cells, and the 
same proportion runs through the 
skin as through the hair, meaning 
that if the skin pigment  desig- 
nates a medium-toned complexion, 
that Nature gives you, by the cor- 
rect amount of pigment, the shade 
of hair that is most becoming with 
medium-toned skin. 


That is why all bleached or 
dyed hair is obvious and artificial 
in appearance no matter how 
cleverly the change of color has 
been managed. 


Another characteristic that al- 
ways holds true in the color of 
hair is that a number of different 
shades are so subtly blended thax 
they give the appearance of one 
tone. When the hair has _ been 
bleached or dyed it becomes all 
one shade, giving a solid, monoto- 
nous quality without any of the 
lights and shades which are so 
essential to really beautiful hair. 

I know that you are probably 
thinking of some friend who has 
naturally golden hair and brown 
eyes, instead of the _ traditional 
blonde with blue or gray eyes. But 
if you will notice carefully you will

Hints for Hair Beauty :

USSING with the hair seems metics can duplicate, and thus she 


has kept her balance true. 

There are cases, of course, where 
the hair can be touched up to ad- 
vantage. But these are the cases 
where the hair is not really 
bleached or dyed. ’ 

For instance, if the hair is nat- 
urally blond and it is beginning to 
turn a little dark, it is perfectly 
all right to add a littJe peroxide 
and ammonia (three / tablespoon. 
fuls of peroxide and one of am- 
monia) to the final rinsing water 
when the hair is shampooed.

UT as many oranges as are 
: needed in basket shape, or cut 

off a top circle of the skin, 
scoop out the pulp and throw the 
skins into cold water. Take the 
pulp and add to it the juice of 
three lemons, two cupfuls of sugar 
and a cupful and a half of boiling 
water, cook gently for ten min- 
utes; dissolve a tablespoonful of 
gelatine in a quarter cupful of hot 
water and add it to the orange, 
cook two minutes then strain into 
a bowl.

In serving the whole 
oranges, cut with sharp knife in 
quarters and serve heaped with 
whipped cream.
